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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Thomas R. Lampe on September 14, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 , line 23, after "from", the phrase - -and beyond - - has been added. 

Claim 10, line 22, before "disposed", the phrase - -extending upwardly beyond 
the rear panel and- - has been inserted. 

Claims 1 and 10, lines 35 and 28, respectively, after "clothing" and "therein", the 
phrase - -wherein said envelope has opposed side edges, said infonnatlon sheet and 
said supplemental sheet extending from side edge to side edge of said envelope, said 
Infomiation sheet having a fold line facilitating folding said Infonnation sheet prior to 
insertion thereof into said envelope interior; and said supplement a! sheet projects 
beyond upwardly beyond said front envelope panel portion- - has been added. 

Claims 6 and 9 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of applicants' arguments in amendment filed on June 29, 2005 and a 
review of the instant amended claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are 
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allowable over the prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest an envelope 
in combination with a double-sided information sheet. The envelope comprises a front 
panel and a rear panel. The rear panel has adhesive on its back surface and is 
releasably covered by the double-sided information sheet having a fold line. The front 
panel includes a front panel portion that projects upwardly and beyond the rear panel, 
has adhesive on the back surface of said front panel portion and the adhesive is 
covered by a releasable supplemental sheet. The cover sheets extend from side edge 
to side edge of the envelope. The supplemental sheet projects upwardly beyond the 
front panel portion of the envelope. Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to 
support the position that the claimed invention would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art. 

The closest uncovered prior art of Carrigan (3525470) fails to teach that the 
supplemental sheet projects upwardly beyond the front panel portion of the envelope 
and that the double-sided information sheet covering the adhesive on the rear panel has 
a fold line.
